The oil ex- 
tracted from its seeds, which are more 
oleaginous than those of any other plant 
known to us, combines the qualities, for 
eating, of the olive or sweet oil; for burn- 
ing, of the best sperm oil; without the 


)smeke of the latter; and for painting, of 
The voung flower cups of 


‘flaxseed oil. 
this plant are very esculent and agreea- 
ble to the taste, when prepared and eaten 
as artichokes, The stocks are an excel- 
lent substitute for hemp, in manufacturing 
pack thread. From the flowers the most 
luscious and highly flavored honey is ex- 
tracted. It is estimated that the plant will 
yield between 80 and 100 bushels of seed 
to the acre; which will furnish from five to 
seven quarts ef oil to the bushel. We 
think it would be an object for some of our 
agriculturalists to make the experiment. 
The flower will flourish on ground unfit 
for any thing else.— Statesman.
